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Pump Issue Is Unsettled 


The wellpoint pump that was 
the subject of a spcial Elba 
City Council meeting last week 
has been re-installed in the 
area of the broken sewer line 
on Washington Avenue. 

The special meeting was 
called to decide on a course 
of action with the pump that 
was bought on low bids, but 
has never functioned proper!) 
The council voted unanimous’ y 
for it to be set up proper) 
and checked out immediately. 
They instructed Mayor Folsom 
to do this, and if the pump 
failed to perform its duties, 
return it to the firm from 


which it was bought and re- 
advertise for another pump. 

The accompanying photos 
were taken on Friday morning 
after the pump had been in- 
Stalled at least a full day and 
the results were anything but 
impressive. 

A stream of water about 
the size of the average per- 
son’s little finger was slowly 
coming out of the pipe, yet 
water was actually standing in 
one of the impressions around 
one of the seven wellpoints! 

The debate over defective 
pump vs. improper installation 
was still raging at press time. 


Mayor Folsom says the machin- 
ery will do the job if properly 
installed. When he was aked 
by a councilman why it wasn’t 
done as voted by the council, 
Folsom said they were busy 
with other things. Againhe was 
asked why he didi’t do as the 
council wanted, and Folsom said 
he didn’t care what the council 
wanted. 

In the conversation, Folsom 
said he was ‘‘fixing to reset the 
wellpoints’’ and try to get a 
better water suction. 

Each of the seven  well- 
points i.stalled in the ground 
is supposed to suck all the 
water from the dirt around 
the point, and as other water 
moves to fill the void, draw it 
out also. People who have 
seen this type equipment work 
before say it is not unusual to 
see a big stream of water 
shooting out ten or fifteen 
yards for hours or until the 
ground is dry. The sugar 
sand in this area is said to 
turn loose the water easily 
when the equipment is working 
properly. One of the ques- 
tions involved with this par- 
ticular area is the marle or 
hard soapstone layer below 
the sugar sand. Se 

Some suggest breaking thr- 
ough this layer with the well- 


- points, other say use a pipe 


and a heavy ax, and a third 
idea is to take off the well- 
points and shoot a heavy stream 
of water and wash a hole thr- 
ough it. Mayor Folsom says 
that the thickness of this layer 
varies and ‘‘it may be twenty 
feet thick here.’’ However, he 
agreed that if this were true, 
the water would not be the prob- 
lem it is now. 

When and if the city gets the 
wellpoint problem worked out 
and the water pumped from 
the area, a hole can be dug 
and the men can work on the 
broken sewer line without 
standing in water. 

Only time will tell if the 
people of Elba win this round 
or does the muddy water hold- 
ing the broken sewer line win 
again as it has for the past 
year.

Lessons For Young 
Bicyclists To Learn 


LANE CHANGING 
BY: CHIEF M. W. JOHNSTON 

We have now arrived at 
the final lesson . . No 13! 
1 want to go over one other 
important subject with you 
that we have not touched on. . 
lane changing 

Lane changing is when you 
are riding down the street in 
the right hand portion of your 
side of the street, and you 
want to change to the left hand 
portion, or the left lane, in 
preparation for making a left 
turn. This is where most bi- 
cyclists become very careless. 
They ride along looking over 
their shoulders to see what is 
coming from behind, and pay 
little attention to what they 
are approaching in front of 
them. This is hazardous! 

The proper way to change 
lanes, when you are riding a 
bicycle is to LISTEN first. 
You can usually hear a car 
approaching from the rear, and 
if you hear traffic close be- 
hind, do not bother taking the 
time to look behind you... 
WAIT until it sounds like there 
are no cars there. (You should 
avoid taking your eyes off the 
road in front of you as much 
as possible.) If it sounds clear 
behind you, then look, and if 
it is clear, make your left turn 
ARM SIGNAL, before chang- 
ing lanes. Making the arm 


signal is of great importance . . 


DO NOT forget this! Not only 
does your left turn arm sig- 
nal tell the drivers behind you 
that you are intending to turn 
left, but it tells others ahead 
of you, and this too is import- 
ant! 

When you have made your 
left turn arm signal for about 
1/2 block, if traffic behind you 
is still clear, or well back of 
you, slowly ease over into the 
left lane. NEVER do this 
quickly or without looking be- 
hind you over your shoulder, 
or without giving your left 
turn hand signal! 

The same procedure holds 
true if you are for some rea- 
son riding in the left lane and 
want to change to the right 
lane, to get back close to the 
curb or to make a right hand 
turn, 

Now, let’s say you want to 
turn left, you have gone through 
the above procedure to change 
lanes, to get into left turn po- 
sition, and you are waiting in 
the left lane for the traffic 
light to change so you can 
make your turn. When the 
light changes, remember, the 
traffic coming toward you must 
be allowed to pass first, even 
if you must wait while the traf- 
fic light goes through another

Legion Disease Solution 


THAT SNEAKY LEGION BUG 
That bug that in August of 
1976 struck a number of peo- 
e attending an American Leg- 
ion convention in Philadelphia 
with a fatal lung disease was 
unusually hard to track down. 
For months the government 
scientists at the Center for Dis- 
ease Control in Atlanta worked 
at it - and got nowhere.

Commission Seeking Help In Deciding 


Public Ro 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, Sept. 26, at the Court- 
house in Elba and agreed to 
contact Alabama Attorney Ge- 
neral Bill Baxley to find out 
how long a road must be aban- 
doned before it is ‘‘dead’’ (no 
longer a public road) 

The question over what con- 
Stitutes a public road came 
about when County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins told the com- 
mission that a county resident 
is seeking to have an abandoned 
road reopened. The resident, 
who has contacted a lawyer in 
the matter, reported the road 
was once a ‘‘public road,’’ and 
that it still is! 

Mr. Mullins told the com- 
mission he could not find the 
road because it is apparently 
grown over with grass and 
woods. “T have a 25 year 
old aerial photograph that shows 


the road,’’ said Mullins, ‘‘but 
a tree can grow mighty big 
in 25 years.’’ 

After a brief discussion, 
the commissioners agreed the 
only way to end the problem

would be to seek the legal op- 
inion of the Attorney General. 
The County Attorney was in- 
structed to contact the Attor- 
ney General, and report his an- 
swer to the commission. 

The meeting, the last to be 
held in Elba until January, be- 
gan at 10 a.m. with all mem- 
bers present except Commis- 
sioner Don Smith. 

Prior to the meeting the 
commissioners discussed the 
trouble of finding a park- 
ing space near the Courthouse. 

Many commissioners repor- 
ted they had received parking 
on meeting days, but 
made it clear it wasn’t the tick- 
ets that displeased them, but 
the unavailability of parking 
space in the area immediately 
Surrounding the Courthouse 
(where there are no parking 
meters). 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer began the meeting by 
reading a letter to the commis- 
sion concerning the paying of 
jury bailiffs and explaining the 
responsibility of who must pay. 

The commission authorized 


Commissioner Jack Hornsby to 
attend an upcoming meeting 
concerned with federal regu- 
lations for aiding the handi- 
capped. The meeting, to be held 
October 11-12 at the Univer- 
Sity of Alabama, will explain 
regulations affecting public fa- 
cilities and how they must be 
equipped so that handicapped 
persons will have easy access 
to the buildings. 

Judge Sawyer told the com- 
mission that the State Associa- 
tion of Police Chieves will con- 
duct a driving school at thenow 
abandoned Driving Academy in 
Enterprise. The commission 
agreed to lease the building 
to the Association for one year. 

Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston reviewed last year’s 
budget for Revenue Sharing 
Funds, and asked to commis- 
sion to adopt a budget for the 
upcoming fiscal year. The 
commission adopted an identi- 
cal budget for the 1978 fiscal 
year.

Judge Gets Threats On Life 
After Troy Court Decision 


Circuit Judge Terry Butts 
issued a ruling on September 
12 in a very emotional law 
suit involving Sanders Lead 
Company of Troy. The suit 
was brought by residents of 
the area and charged the com- 
pany was damaging the land, 
people and livestock. 

Butts ruled for the Lead 
Company, noting in his de- 
cision that the Alabama Air 
Pollution Control Commis- 
sion had measured the air and 
found no violation of the law. 
Butts also noted that there was 
no laws governing the emissions 
into the air of Sulphur Dioxide 
and Sulphur Trioxide. 

Nevertheless, the decision 
in the suit (one opposition lead- 
er was beaten on a main street 
in Troy several months ago) 
upset a number of people and 
they have been making telephone 
calls and writing letters to the 
editor. One long letter from 
James Ketchum of Troy was 
received by this newspaper as 
well as several others. it is 
long, very few readers of this 
newspaper would have any int- 
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erest in it, and it would serve 
no purpose to print it here. 

However, this emotional 
issue has apparently had some 
continuing results. Soon after 
Butts issued the decision, he 
received a call from Mr. 
Ketchum who was very upset. 
They talked for a while, it has 


been reported, and _ neither 
changed his mind. 
Later, however, Butts has 


admitted to receiving more than 
one death threat telephone call. 
He declined to agreee that the 
calls were the results of this 
case, but admitted it was the 
only one he had decided that 
was filled with so much emo- 
tion. Butts emphasized that 
these calls were from anony- 
mous callers and not people 
such as Mr. Ketchum who read- 
ily identified himself. 

Also courthouse officials in 
Troy said they found a mocca- 
sin in Butts’ courthouse office 
one day last week. Again Butts 
will not admit the two are re- 
lated, but does admit that it 
is highly improbable the snake 
could get into the office by 
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itself. 

Court officials report that 
Judge Butts has received sev- 
eral letters concerning the case 
from persons involved in the 
lawsuit. They disagree with 
his decision, and reportedly 
point out several things in the 
written opinion ihat they con- 
sider wrong. 

The closiny part of Judge 
Butts’ opinion cails for ‘‘strict- 
er and more stringent laws 
involving possible air pollu- 
tion.’’ 


CAR TAGS GO ON SALE SATURDAY 


Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer has announced that mo- 
tor vehicle tags will go on sale 
Saturday morning, October 1, 
at the Probate Offices in Elba 
and Enterprise. 

The offices will be open 
from 8 a.m. until 12 noon on 
Saturdays, and from 8,a.m. 
until 5 p.m. on weekdays. Mo- 
torists may purchase tags from 
October | until November 15. 
After November 15, a penalty 
will be charged to anyone buy- 
ing a tag. 

The tag for 1978 will ac- 
tually be a small decal to be 
placed over the year current- 
ly painted on the tag. How- 
ever, the small stick-on de- 
_cal will cost the same as the 


old metal tags. 

If the motorist has changed 
ownership of hfs vehicle, he 
must acquire a transfer per- 
mit from the Probate Office. 
The person buying a new tag 
for a recently purchased car 
must also have the bill of sale. 
If you still drive the same ve- 
hicle you did last year, the 
new procedure will not affect 
you. 


This year all Rescue Squad 
members receive free tags.

City Council Takes Action 
On Minor Matters Tuesday 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night ina meeting post- 
poned from the week before. 
All members were present and 
voting. 

The first item of business 
was to hear a word of thanks 
from Charles Jackson for 
drainage work done by the city 
and to ask for them to com- 
plete the job. He said the 
work they did had been help- 
ful, but he needed more re- 
lief. He presented a petition 
signed by land owners in the 
area requesting the work. 

Bernard Daniels asked the 
council to reopen the Mul- 
berry Gym to the public. He 
said he had been to the re- 
creation director, who sent him 
to Skip Rainer. Daniels saidhe 
would like to supervise the gym 
during opening hours and would 
keep people straight. He was 
told about the problems of ev- 
erything being tore up during 
the summ.: when the center 
was opened. He was told by 
Mayor Folsom to work through 
the recreation board. 

Mr. Dewey Cauley, who lives 
on Brunson Circle, appeared 
before the council and said he 
had talked to Mayor Folsom 
earlier but still wanted some 
relief. He explained that a 
neighbor had gotten a warrant 
against him, and he didn’t have 
the money to pay a lawyer 
and wanted the city to furnish 
him a lawyer. After several 
minutes of explaining the mat- 
ter, it revealed that the courts 


had determined the man could 
afford to hire a lawyer and had 
continued his case to allow 
him time for securing a law- 
yer. It was unclear why the 
man appeared before the coun- 
cil, because the warrant was 
signed by another private citi- 
zen and the council has no le- 
gal involvement in the matter. 

The council accepted the 
resignation of policeman Frank 
Thomas who resigned to ac- 
cept management of a business 
in Enterprise. He thanked the 
City . of Elba and stated he 
hoped to be reconsidered for 
re-employment if his new ven- 
ture did not work out and Elba 
had a vacancy. The council 
voted to write Thomas a let- 
ter commending him for ‘a job 
well done. 

Mayor Folsom briefly dis- 
cussed a report from the Army 
Corp of Engineers on the Pea 
River improvement projcct. No 
action was taken on this how- 
ever. 

Dog catcher Avery Jackson 
was given an additional $5 per 
week as expense money. 

Action on a request from 
Ranger Insurance for a re- 
fund of $708.99 was tabled un- 
til later as was the hiring 
of another police officer. 

A brief discussion of the 
budget indicated that the city 
had operated in the black 
during the past year, reduced 
indebtedness and Mayor Fol- 
som said ‘‘You councilmen are 
to be commended, but we want 


to do better next year.’’ 

Councilman John W. Sharp- 
less noted that the previous 
council had been a big help in 
this area with the additional 
1¢ sales tax. 

Councilman Dud _ English 
noted that he felt the Water 
and Electric Board should sup- 
ply $50 or $60 thousand a year 
to the city, even if it meant 
increasing the electric rates. 

Foy English addressed 
Mayor Folsom and said, ‘‘I 
understand the council gave you 
authorization to go ahead with 
the city attorney in filing this 
suit on the house trailer. What 
are you doing about it?’’ Fol- 
som paused for a few seconds 
and said ‘‘nothing.”’ 

English said he had talked 
to the city attorney and the law 
suit was waiting forthe mayor’s 
approval before filing. fs 

Finally it was decided that 
City Attorney Gareth Lindsey 
would be invited to the next 
meeting to discuss the matter 
with the council. 

The proposed budget for the 
coming year anticipates 
$785,292 of income during the 
twelve-month period. 

City Clerk Jack Prescott 


announced Wednesday morning 
that Elba had just received ap- 
proval of a $65,100 additional 
grant to operate the CETA -6 
program. This is the project 
that has been in effect for sev-
